FIKK AT MT. Ziox.-On Saturday night 


a tire was discovered in the store of Mr. 
K. W. Conn, at Mt. Zion, which came 
near being disastrous.. • It seems that tlje 
family of Jtf. Conn slept over the store, 
and discovered the fire by the ismefi of 
smoke. "Mr.-Oonn told hlsi's'ons''i6'make 
no general alarm, but to wake up two or 
three of tho neighbors, 
j He opened the 


store door, and finding the fire had made 
considerable progress, and that the room 
was full of smoke, he closed the door so 
as to shut off the draft, and, throwing 
himself upon the floor so as to prevent 
suffocation, crawled in the direction of 
the spot where he knew there was a keg 
and a can of gunpowder—some 18 or 20 
pounds in all. 
He got them both and 


started for the doir, the can being so hot 
as to burn his hands. On his way out, 
crawling on the fioor, the smoke almost 
suffocated him, and he was only saved by 
having a bucket of water dashed upon him. 
The fire was finally extinguished, but n ot 
until it had burned the entire length of 
the counter, destroying properly worth 
about $230. The fire was caused by a 
stump of a cigar, which had been thrown 
into a sawdust spittoon, where it slowly 
smouldered until it finally burst into a 
flame.

To vote against license the 
meant to incur the ill-will ,of fifteen o 
twenty what might be called pntty re 
spectable saloon keepers, who had thci 
fast friends among our bankers, dr 
goods and clothing men, shoe and gro" 
eery men, manufacturers, and, in short 
friends representing every trade, occupa 
tion and profession in our city. Yet we 
had a few men who even then could, vitb 
out f ear or favor, vote their tcmperanei 
sentiments. If a temperance man is realli 
what wo want to represent us in tho nex 
council, should we not select one wh< 
has passed triumphantly through the mos 
rigid tests? 


No doubt but eighteen oot ol" cvorj 


twenty who have enlisted in the temper 
ance movement did so from good motives 
but the fact must not be lost sight of, thai 
in all great movements,—whether rcligi 
ous, political, temperance, or of sonic 
other nature,—there are men ever on the 
watch to profit by the changed oircum 
stances. 


In politics DO fact is better known than 


that the new convert to &omc political 
faith will often betray his best friends the 
moment personal gains conflict with his 
line of duty. 
In matters of clmrch 


:md religion human nature is often not 
much better. Should we not, then, be 
inusually ciirfcul in selecting our munici- 
ml olllccrs? 


Should Mr. Muzzy be re-elected, he may 


wssibly render entire satisfaction to his 
nost ultra, temperance friends. There 
icemcd, however, to be somctninglacking 
n his speech of acceptance—something 
noticeable even by a few of his friends; 
here was a lack of open-faced candor 
hat invariably accompanies genuine con- 
version. 


But really should license or anti-license 


be tho greatquestion for our consideration 
it present? Many think not. If tho tem- 
perance 
movement progresses in the 


uture as it has in the past, (and may the 
jord and all human agencies keep it 
noving), there will be so few to drink that 
he matter of license will be of little im- 
portance in the no distant future. 


But there are 'Other questions claiming 


mrncdiate attention, and wo are doing 
iurselves an injury by selecting candi- 
iates almost wheljy with reference to 
their temperance professions. We should 
Isnow how they stand upon other matters. 
?he so-called "saloon vultures" prey upon 
omparativeiy a few, take the country at 
arge. There are othei vultures, however, 
rom whom few escape without more or 
ess injury. Nothing tickles the latter so 
nuch as to witness the onslaught against 
ntemperance, for they know that so long 
s undivided attention is directed to this 
ne quarter, they can safely prey upon 
he people as in timespast.

Beine Gleanings from aii Old Newspaper 


of Mutters ami Things in Illinois 


iu the Early Day. 


Correspondence of Chicngo Journal. 


I have before me a file of the Chicago 


American for the years 1889 and 1840. 
From it I glean some interesting facis 
and incidents of the early history of 
Illinois, as follows : 


Chicago's first framo house was built 


in 1831. 
Seven years late,- th.jre wa/i 


"a bustling little city of 6,000 inhabit- 
ants." 


The editor gives some notes of a trip 


he had just made (1839) down the Illi- 
nois river. 
He passed through the fol- 


lowing towns: Enterprise, with four 
houses ; Ilennepin, with TOO inhabit- 
ants ; Webster, 5 houses; Henry, 6 
houses ; Lacon, 25 houses ; Chilicnthe, 
30 houses; Allentown, 3 house-!; Rome, 
25 houses. 
He speaks of a catfish 


caught in Pcoria Lake weighing 150 
pound1:, 


'•The new State Capitol at Springfield 


is nearly finished" (1839) -costing $250- 
000. 
The corner-stone was laid July 4, 


1837." 


The people were all going crazy over 


the cultivation of Moms Multicaulus, 
or mulberry trees, with which to feed 
silk-worms, there being a great mania 
at that time for raising silk, but it soon, 
like all other manias of speculation, 
subsided as suddenly as it had arisen. 
The American speaks of a man down 
East who refused $5,000 for one mul- 
berry tree, and afterwards sold one-quar 
tcr of it for $10,000. Buds from it 
sold for $5 each. 


October 28, 1839, Chicago had its 


first big fire—eighteen buildings were 
destroyed on Lake street. 


Elijah Lovejoy, the noted Abolition- 


ist and editor, was nvofebed and shot 
dead at Alton, November ?, 1837, by 
proslaveryites. 


General Lafayette k*ii Visited Illinois 


in 1825, »nd the people liadn't got over 
talking'about the gro*.t event in 1839. 


The total vote '«? the State at the 


presidential election in 1824 was 4,707. 


TfiB first newspaper ever printed in 


Illinois was the Illinois IleraW, at Kns- 
kasJtia, in ifrOO. 


SanganWW county, in which there 


wore the* only a few log cabins, em- 
braced the entire northern portion of 
the frtnto in 1821. The county had 
nine representatives in the Legislature 
in 183U, and they ivcre called the "long 
nifiTL','' measuring in the aggregate fifty- 
iVur feet. 
Abraham Lincoln was one 


•fjf the nine. 


The year 183(5 w«5 one of ieccri'.h 


speculation in Illinois, followed ii) iilxutt 
a yeav by a general smash-up. 


Illinois was admitted into die Vnion 


an a State in 1818, Shudraclii Bond be- 
ing elected tlio first Governor.' There 
were about 40,000 inhabitants. 


Hon. Xinian Edwards was the only 


Territorial Governor Illinois cvw had 
The Territory then contained H.tOO in- 
habitants, wa-> organised in IbOO, and 
continued such for nine years. 
Gover- 


nor ICdwards was kept in office nil the 
time, by Presidential appointment and 
reappointment. Ximsn JMwanrrf was a' 
prominent Kcntuckian, and a devoted 
friend of Henry Clay. 
He resigned the 


office of Chief Justice of the Kentucky 
State Court of Appeals in order to ac- 
cept the proffered uppointnidnt as Gov- 
ernor of tiic Territory of Illinois.— 
When the T«iritory licctimc a State, he 
was the first to be chosen United Stares 
Senator, but resigned in 18-24 in order 
to accept the Governorship of the State, 
to which h« had just been elected, 
lion. Daniel P. Cook, after whom Cook 
county was warned, was Governor Ed- 
wards' son-in-law. 
Cook county was or- 


ganiaed in 2831. 
Mr. Cook represented 


Illinois in Congress consecutively from 
1819 until 1820, the State at that time 
being entitled to only one Representa- 
tive. 


There were several hundred negro 


slaves and some Indian slaves held in 
Illinois while it was a Territory, and a 
strong effort was made by these slave- 
owners and their sympathizers to make 
a slave State of this. 
Slave1* were first? 


brought hero from San Domingo in 1720 
by the early French pioneers. 
These 


Frenchmen indulged the confident belief 
that "the wealth of the Western world 
consisted of pearl fisheries, gold and 
silver mines, and the wool of wild 
cattle." 


The first steamboat to ascend the 


Upper 
Mississippi was tho General 


Pike, 
She reached St. Louis August 


2d, 1817. The first steamboat ever 
seen on the Ohio river (in 1811) created 
a tremendous sensation. A great comet 
was visible that, year, :ind the ignorant, 
superstitious- settlers, when they saw the 
steamer in the night, really believed 
that it was the comet, with its great 
fiery tail. 


The Territory of Indiana was organ- 


ized in 1800, and included the area now 
embraced by the States of Illinois, Wis- 
consin, Michigan and Indiana. General 
William Henry Harrison was appointed 
Territory Governor. The entire Terri- 
tory contained a population of -4,875 
whites, 136 slaves and about 100,000 
Indians. 
Louisiana was annexed to this 


Territory in 1804. 


The Indian tribes located in Illinois 


in 1S16 included the Pottawatomics, 
Kickapoos, Uttawas and 
Chippcwas. 


Aiming the notable chiefs at that time 
'were Pepper, White Hair. Great Kyes, 
Sunfish, Yellow Lips and White Dog. 


The name Chicago is of uncertain 


origin. It (spelled Cheeaque) was the 
name of a long line of governing Indian 
Chiefs, and it is variously interpreted to 
mean "the voice of the Great Spirit," 
thunder, skunk and wild onion. 


During the first fouryears of the ter- 


ibis, the Governor was really 


the only law-making power, there being 
no legislative body. The first territorial 
legislature consisted of five senators and 
seven representatives, 
and there were 


only fiyo counties. 
Some queer modes 


of punishing criminal offenders were iu 
vogue in those days, among which were 
whipping on the bare back, confine- 
ment in stocks, standing in the pillory 
and branding with hot irons. 
Burglary 


was punishable with thirty-nine stripes 
on the bare back; perjury and larceny 
with thirty-one stripes; hog-stealing 
from twenty-five to thirty-nine stripes; 
Iiorse stealing from fifty to one hundred 
stripes; bigamy from one hundred to 
three hundred stripes; children and 
servants, for disobedience, on conviction 
before a Justice of the Peace, not ex- 
ceeding ten stripes. 
When offenders 


who were fined were unable to pay their 
fines, tha sheriff hired them out for 
wages until the amounts were earned 
and paid into the public treasury. Sit- 
ting on the gallows with a rope around 
the neck was the novel punishment 
awarded in some 
cases. 
-Profanely 


cursing," hunting on the Sabbath day, 
disorderly behavior at divine worship, 
reveling, quarreling, fighting, etc., were 
finable offenses, as also was the keeping 
of gambling tables. 
In a fatal duel the 


aiders and abbettors, as well as the one 
who fired the fatal shot, were alike de- 
clared guilty uf murder. Imprisonment 
for d«bt Was also lawful. 


The first county organized in Illinois 


WHS Edwards, named after the territorial 
govern'or. 


During the territorial condition, vot- 


ing by ballot was abolished, because "the 
ignorant and those in embarrassed cir- 
cumstances are thereby subject to be 
imposed upon by electioneering zealots." 


The "Medical Doctors" were incor- 


porated in 1817, 
with headquarters at 


Carmi and Kaskaskia,and no newcomer 
could practice medicine Unless abl« to 
pass an examination, and thus secure a 
permit, paying a fee of $10 therefof. 


An late as 1817, 
the pelts of •dser, 


raccoons, etc,, were to a great "extent 
the currency of the country, thews being 
but little money afloat. 


In 1810, during the session of the legis- 


lature at Springfield, a "Third House" 
was, organized in the lobby. Among the 
"standing commutes" antwtmced w ab one 
oii "Etiquette anil Politoucss." Abraham 
Lincoln was its chairilnvis. 


In 1840 there was (treat complaint in 


Chicago o£ wolves denruyiug poultry m 
the -oily. 


At tho Chicago charier election, in 


March, 1840, 1,018 votes were polled. 


Thomas Drumniflnd was announced to 


address a "Democratic-Whig meeting" at 
Galena, in 184'J. [This is the same Dium 
vioud who is BOW so ably presiding m 
United States Circuit Judge.] 


March 2."», 1-S40, the Whigs of Sangn- 


mon county nominated Abraham Lincoln 
ior a meitthor of the legislature, lion. 
E. D. BukT, afterwards U. S. Senator, 
was at'lhr same-time nominated for the 
State Senate. 
In the fall of LStO bears and doer were 


still found in the region where Kankakce 
county now is. Venison \va's quolcil 
drug in the market." 
jfarch 18, 1840, winter wheat was quo- 


ted at Chic.igo at 56 cents per bushel, ant 
tpring wheat 40 cents; whisky 40 cents a 
i>allou; oats 20 cenla per bushel: corn, 88 
ceals; beef, $4 per hundred pounds; lum 
bf r, $18 for clear and $13 for merchanta- 
ble; otik wood, $3.25 per cord; hickory 
wood, $4; potatoes, 20 cents a bushel 
butter, ir>cents per pound; flour, $2 pel 
hundred.

It was named aftei 
Elgin, Scotland, it,s first settlers being na- 
tives of the hitter city. 


Abraham Lincoln was OBC of the Whig 


Presidential Electors iu 1840. The party's 
.motto at that time was "One Presidential 
term—the integrity of public servants the 
safety of the people." 


Wilmington, 111 , was originally named 


Winchester. U was, laid out in 1830, and 
in 1840 had a population of 1«0

ONE of the stereotyped objections 


raised against the circulation of silver 
dollars K, that they are toe big and 
heavy to bo used in large transactions. 
The reply to this objection is, that bus- 
iness men keep their money balances on 
deposit in banks and not in their pock- 
et-books, and they transfer it to their 
creditois, customers, and correspond- 
ents by checks and drafts in 99 cases 
out of 100, and seldom handle the mon- 
ey itself except when they deposit it. 
Secondly, it is proposed by the silver 
men to authorize the holders of silver 
coin and bullion to deposit Hhe same in 
any Government Sub-Treasury, and re- 
ceive therefor Treasury certificates of 
deposit, setting fosth the amount of 
bullion or the'number of dollars so de- 
posited. 
These certificates 
can be 


made of $10, $23, $50, $100, $500 and 
SI,000 each, in the similitude of bank 
notes or greenbacks, and payable to 
bearer. 
The bullion certificates -will 


be first-rate collaterals on which to bor- 
row money, and will sell to any banker 
at, say, 99 per cent of their face in sil- 
ver coin, while the dollar certificates 
will pass as money at their face as free- 
ly as bank notes now do. This simple 
arrangement will obviate all the remain- 
ing objections which the feour hyper- 
critical golditcs are raising on the score 
of weight or inconvenience in handling 
silver msney.

Tho Chicago Journal, while strenu- 


ously opposed to remonetization as pro- 
posed by the Bland-Fort bill, does not 
believe in the president's arbitrarily 
overriding the will of the people, de- 
ferring to a demand of the New York 
Tribune 
that the president veto the 


.Bland-Fort bill 
whether or no, the 


Journal says: 


We do not agree with the H'Muae in 


this view of the president's duty or re- 
sponsibility in tho premises. 
In tho 


first place, he has never said that "he 
will veto any measure which allows the 
payment of tho bonds in silver,'' and in 
tho next place, wo do not believe the 
exercise of the executive veto is justi- 
fied in any case where congress, by an 
overwhelming majority passes a bill 
which seems to bo a 'compliance with 
an urgent popular demand, unless such 
bill is plainly and manifestly in conflict 
with the constitution, or perilous to 
tho national existence. Notwithstand- 
ing our strong convictions that the 
Bland bill, with its 4124- grains of sil- 
ver dollar, is a measure of bad policy, 
and that it will prove mischievous in its 
general 
effects, yet, should congress 


pass it by a two-thirds majority, or any- 
thing like two-thirds, we would con- 
clude that such an overwhelming vote 
would indicate, beyond question, that 
the country demands its passage, and, 
on that ground, would advise the presi- 
dent not to interpose his veto power, 
but throw the responsibility of all the 
consequences upon the people them 
selves, whose wishes, it is safe to 'sup- 
pose, in such a pecular case, rrc fairly 
reflected by tho votes of their own duly 
chosen representatives.

A BEMABKABLE STORY. 


From the Intei^Oocan. 


The extraordinary experience of J. 


H. Shraek, of Philadelphia, who was 
declared dead on Sunday morning, Jan. 
27, and alive njjd well at noon, has been 
referred to. 
Later reports as to Mr. 


Shrack's'condition make it clear that 
this instance of suspended animation, 
in its experiences and effects, is one of 
the most mysterious on record. 
There 


have been many cases of suspended an- 
imation that have puzzled the doctors, 
and have shed a flickering, unsteady 
light on the mystery of the life after 
death, but compared with the most no- 
table of these the case of Mr. Shraek 
presents many new features. 


Among the well-remembered cases of 


suspended animation in the past was 
that of tho Ilev. Win. Tennent, which 
created great excitement some fifty 
years ago. 
Mr. Tennent, to all appear- 


ances dead, had been placed in 
the 


coffin, and the eoflin had been carried to 
the grave. 
He returned to conscious- 


ness in the midst of the funeral cere- 
monies, and. on being fully restored, 
spoke of what he had seen in tho spirit 
world. 
He came from the death-like 


trance as ignorant as a child, and it was 
only after years of patient study that a 
page of Latin over which ho had been 
vainly struggling suddenly became plain 
to him, and he remembered his learning 
as mysteriously as he had lost it. 


Tn many particulars the case of Mr. 


Shriiek is more remarkable than was 
that of Mr. Tennent. and it will doubt- 
less cause as much excitement and pro- 
voke as much d scussion. Mr. Shraek 
is a merchant ->i Philadelphia, about 
30 years of age. 
Last September he 


had a severe attack of hemorrhage of 
the lungs, and bec«mc an invalid. 
He 


was afflicted with nervous spasms of 
the heart, and three weeks ago his case 
was pronounced hopeless. 
He 
lost 


flesh rapidly, could not retain food or 
medicine on his stomach, and moved his 
limbs with difficulty. 
On Wednesday, 


Jan, 23, he had a chill, followed by 
spasms at the heart. 
On Saturday the 


violent attacks were followed by rapid 
changes in the man's appearance. 
The 


entire left side of his body became 
numb and almost useless. 
About nine 


o'clock on Saturday night his eyesight 
began failing, he lost tho sense of hear- 
ing and talked with greatest difficulty. 
About 4 o'clock Sunday morning the 
tips of his fingers became, he says, like 
lead. 
At this time he was blind and 


suffering terribly. 
His stomach was 


swollen and greatly inflamed, and the 
spasms were marked by increasing vio- 
lence. Just before 7 o'clock, as the 
attendants changed the position of his 
body, he exclaimed, "Throw me over,'' 
and, to all appearances, expired. 
His 


limbs became cold and rigid, and there 
were on the face the usual signs of dis- 
solution. 
A hand-mirror placed over 


his mouth showed no signs oi breath- 
ing. 


About 11 o'clock the clothes were 


removed from the body, preparatory to 
washing. 
As the attendants lifted the 


supposed corpse from the -bed a groan 
was heard. 
A hurried examination de- 


veloped the fact that t.he man was not 
dead. 
The body was wrapped in blan- 


kets', and bottles of hot water placed 
between 
them. 
Other 
restoratives 


wore used, under the direction of a 
physician. 
The sick man was thrown 


into a violent perspiration, and in a 
short time regained consciousness. 
At 


7 o'clock, when he had ceased to breathe, 
he was helpless, blind, almost speech- 
less and in great pain. 
When he re- 


vived, four hours later, ho,was free 
from 
pain, had 
regained Mght and 


speech, and there were, present none of 
the symptoms of disease. 
On Monday 


he continued to improve, and conversed 
freely as to his experiences. 
On Tues- 


day the improvement continued, and 
there had been no return of the disease, 
and no indications of return. 
Unlike 


Mr. Tennent, his mind and memory are 
as good as ever, and he remembers with 
distinctness the most trivial incidents 
of his sickness, up to' the instant he 
said, "Throw me over," and his friends 
pronounced him dead. 
And now comes 


the strangest part of the story. 


The genial "Autocrat of the Break- 


fast Table" once upon a time injected 
into his pleasant talk a startling ques- 
tion like this: "You strike a man on the 
head with a club, and he is unconscious 
or dead for a minute. 
Where was the 


mind or soul for that minute ? Strike 
a man a harder blow, and he never re- 
vives. 
Where does she soul f-o then?" 


This is the substance of the question 
by Dr. Holmes. 
Will the experience 


of' Mr. Sehrack enable him and other 
keen analysts to come .nearer to a satis- 
factory answer to all such questions '! 


When Mr. Shraek lost the sense of 


being on his aick bed he did not be- 
come unconscious. 
There was, he says, 


an uninterrupted line of consciousness. 
his individuality 
simply experiencing 


an instantaneous transfer to other sur- 
roundings. 
One instant he felt that his 


friends were lifting him—the next he 
saw, what ? Let him tell the story in 
his own words; 


I found myself iu another laud. 
The 


vision Hooked upon was the most beauti- 
ful ihat man ever saw. It would be im- 
possible for me to give a description that 
would do it justice. My first feeling was 
that of falling down a great height', and 
then found myself in a valley. I walked 
along until I came to a terrible, dark, 
black river, at sight of which I shuddered 
and feared. Before me and beyond the 
river was a black cloud. Others were 
•wUking over the river, and although I 
dreaded it, something urged me on, and I 
felt I had to go with the others. Aslgot 
nearer to the black cloud it becaiire bright 
md beautiful, and expanding it opened 
and disclosed the most beautiful sight.— 


my little boy, who was drowned two years 
ago, and my other dear child. I saw my 
dead wife; but I could not touch them. I 
saw people whom I hud almost forgotten. 
I saw my old gray-haired grandfalhei, who 
died when I was but 2 years old. There 
were irmny whom I looked for, but I did 
not see them. 
Then the vision began receding, and I 


never can describe the terrible disap- 
pointment I felt when I found myself 
again iu bed. I felt, indeed, grieved. It 
was 11 o'clock when I regained conscious- 
ness, and at once I felt as if my life had 
been renewed. I was a new man. I had 
not then nor have not now, an ache or a 
pain. My eyesight, my hearing, and my 
speech hadfully returned, and I feel now 
as well as ever I did in my'life

*Hbol. add' strikes '(Hc'iiSty jtlfe. 'villagers 
by his immense display of learning, and 
by his "words of learned length and thun- 
dering sound." He is not such u,» we 
should now consider n perfect teacher, 
but is a good sample of those who wield- 
ed the rod of school authority before the- 
days of Frocbel and Peptaluz/.i. The En- 
glish village teacher, as represented iu 
Dickens' "Old Curiosity Shop," is an old 
mnn, who bears with meek patience the 
disorder of the boys and the fault-finding 
of half the village. At the time of his in- 
troduction to the, reader he is mourning 
with gad tenderness the sickness and 
death of his favorite pupil, little Harry.— 
Though poor ho is benevolent, and, him- 
self sad, he is ever ready to comfort other 
sorrowing ones. 


Washington Irving gives us a specimen 


of the district pedagogue of New Neth- 
erlands: Ichabod Crane, n native of Con- 
necticut, who by caue and birch, urges 
the young Dutchmen 'of Weepy Hollow 
along the paths of knowledge, disposing 
of his blows according to justice, by giv- 
ing few to the weak, and compensating 
by a double allowance to tlie tough ones. 
His stories were populnr nt the firesides 
where he "boarded round;" ho led the 
village choir, and, next to the minister, 
was the greatest man in the neighborhood. 


"Brisk wielder of the birch mid rule, 
The master of the district school," 


as described by Whitticr, is a poor young 
New Englander, who, with remarkable 
"grit and gumption'' is paying his way 
through college by teaching (luring vaca- 
tions in "tlic lowland districts." He has 
all UK; lire and buoyancy uf youth, but 
governs his school with foresight and 
^vith that oilier great help fo pr.ictical 
teaching, the rod. 


Jn company with thisfyou'h must be no- 


ticed the. "Hoosicr School master." Ho 
engages in teach u school in the buck- 
woods ot .Indiana, andfiml- that lie hits 
his hands full. At his first boarding- 
place he learns his lesson from the direc- 
tors' dog: "When- Bull take.- hold, heaven 
and ycarth couldn't inak.'.him let go 
again." Acting on this principle ho works 
successfully and entirely vimqulsli'es at 
their own tricks the boys who try to run 
the school. 


Our last example is another of Aggies- 


ton's creations, the Irish master, who fig- 
ured so conspicuously in the district 
schools of the Northwest in early days.— 
He is sociable an.d jolly, and undern'-inds 
all the rules of syntax, yet nevertheless, 
violates them In every sentence he utters; 
and tho ugh at spelling school he can pass 
correctly from one end to the other of 
Webster's speller, he yet mis-spells every 
third word that he write. But despite 
all his rudeness, this schoolmaster is a 
man of influence in the district, and his 
influence is to no small extent » civilizing 
one.

A Historical Sketch of tlie Various De- 


nominations, 


The following historical sketch of our 


gold coinage is condensed from an ex- 
haustive paper of Mr. (). W. Wright, in 
the Milwaukee Journal of faminercf, of 
last week: 


1. The 
double eagle, or 820 piece. 


Coinage of the double eagle was author- 
ized by the act of March 3, 1^40. 
Its 


weight is 516 grains 
Its fineness is 90. 


(This technical form of vprepsion means 
that 900 parts in 1,000 are pnre metal, 
the other 100 parts are alloy.) 
The 


total coinage of the $20 gold piece, up 
to June 30, 1877. the close of the last 
fiscal year, was §809,598,440. 
The 


amount is far greater than that of all 
the other coinage of the United States. 


2. The eagle, or $10 piece. 
Its coin- 


age was authorised by the act of April 
2, 17'J2. 
The 
weight was first estab- 


lished b} law at 270 grains, but was 
changed forty-two years afterward by 
tho jict of June 28, 1834, to 23-i grains, 
where it has remained over since 
Its 


fineness was, 
in the beginning, made 


Olti*, but was changed, by the Let of 
June 28, 1831, the same act that low- 
ered its weight to 809.225. 
Two years 


and a half subsequently its fineness was 
increased—less than one part iu n thou- 
sand—to 900. 
Its weight and fineness 


have remained thus fixfed to the present 
day. 
The total coinage up to June 30, 


1877, was $56,707,220—less than one- 
fourteenth of the total coinage of the 
imperial double eagle, 


3. The half-eagle or $5 piece. 
This 


coin has undergone the same vicissitudes 
as tho eagle. 
Its 
coinage was author- 


ized by the same act of April 2, 1792. 
Its weight was 135 grains, and its fine- 
ness 916-J-. 
By the act of June 28, 


1834, its weight was reduced to 129 
grains, and its fineness to 899.285. By 
the act of January 18, 1837, its fineness 
was slightly raised to the uniform stan- 
dard of 900. 
Its weight and fineness 


have thus remained to our time. Its 
total coinage, up to the close, of tho last 
fiscal year, was $09,412,815. 


4. Tho quarter-eagle or $2 50 pice' 


This coin 
belongs to the same family 


with the eagle and half-eagle. 
Its 


coinage was authorized, its weight and 
fineness correspondingly, altered by the 
sumo acts. 
The .statute of 1792 made 


its weight 67.5 grains, and its fineness 
91C1. 
Its weight was reduced to 64.5 


grains, audits fineness to 900. Its total 
coinage up to June 30, 1877. was $26,- 
975,750. 


5. The dollar. 
This piece was crea- 


ted by the' act of March 3, 1849. the 
same act that authorized tho coinage of 
the double eagle. 
It has remained un 


changed. 
Its weight is 25 8 grains, and 


its fineness 900. The total coinage up 
to the close of the last fiscal year was 
$19,345,438. 


6 Three dollar piece. 
An act of 


February 21. 1853, established this ir- 
regular coin. 
Its weight, 77.4 grains, 


and its fineness, 900, arc of the normal 
standard, and have not been changed by 
subsequent acts. 
Its total coinage, up 


to June 30, 1877, was $1,300,032. 


h is hardly necessary to state that all 


those gold coins are legal tender to an 
unlimited amount. The federal statute 
requires, however, that the weight should 
not be materially reduced by attrition. 


Tlui it will be scon there are six 


pieces of gold coinage in the Tinted 
States 
Tho 
double eagle, the throe- 


dollar piece, the dollar piece—all of 
latter coinage have not been changed in 
weight or fineness 
One of the curliest 


acts of congress authorized the coinage 
of the eagle. 
They remained of the 


same weight and fineness during more 
than forty years. 
B\ the act of June 


28, 1834, the weight 
iind fineness were 


both material 1) reduced 


Two years and n half subsequently, 


by the act of January 18. 1837, the 
fineness was increased by less than one 
part in a thousand. 
The ' standard of 


weight and fineness has remained the 
same ever since for all gold coin. 
The 


fineness is nine parts of pure gold and 
one part of alloy. 
The standard of 


weight—including alloy with the gold, 
is 25.8 grains to the dollar. 


Tlie question is sometimes asked: Of 


what is the alloy made? In gold coin it 
was at first a compound of silver and 
copper. It 
w,»s forbidden by statute 


that the alloy should be more than half 
silver. 
It is now nearly all copper, ow- 


ing to advances in the art of assaying- 
and improved methods of coinage. 


Tho total amouat of gold coinage up 


to June 30. 1877, was $983,150,695.
